The 
eturns reveal nothing that would lead 
o the conclusion that any substantial 
number of voters were recorded in the 
•anks of the opposite party, and only 
oinpar'atively 
few 
ballots 
were 


hrown out because the voter attempt- 
d to vote In more than one party. 
In 
Middlesex county 1I9S ballots 


vere declared void because marks were 
lound In more than one column, and 
2DS of these were cast In Lowell. 


Proponents of the "blanket ballot" 


system advocated 
it principally be- 


cause of the disinclination of voters in 
:he primaries to declare their .party-in 
the primary. 
The exceptionally large 
vote cast this year bears out 
their 


jrophecy that the 
old system 
kept 


away many citizens who objected to 
declaring their party. 


The 
main argument 
against 
the 


-iresent system was that a large num- 


of ballots would be 
spoiled 
be- 


cause tbe voters would not understand 
that they must vote only in one party 
column. 
This has not proved to be 
the case. 


Careful analysis of the returns by 


men who have followed election mat- 
ters for years does not disclose that 
the democrats attempted to 
influence 


the selection of the republican nomi- 
nee, or that the republicans tried to 
put a weak man on the 
democratic 
slate. 


The total number of votes cast for 


candidates for governor in the prima- 
ries for the past five years shows the 
popularity of the nun- system. In 1311, 
1S2.SS2 votes were cast; 1312, 198,116;

157,326, 1314, 151,333, and in 1915 
214.512.

A 
mother soon learns to 
rest 
herself 
whenever the baby nurses, and these 
brief periods of relaxation help great- 
ly to keep her in good condition. 


For the mother who objects to elab- 
orate touches of color 
upon 
baby's 
frock there is a simple little English 
frock that Is beautifully smocked arid, 
while it is not embroidered - in color, 
still has a bit of color in the smock-

Judge John J. Plckman has made a 


report on the inquest held on August 
6th lost Into the 
death 
of 
Daniel 


Crowe, a Boston & Maine yard conduct- 
or, who died at St John's hospital on 
June ISth after being caught between 
a dummy engine and a 
freight 
car 


while shifting in the yard of tho Saco- 
Ix>well machine shops on the same day. 
In his report Judge Pickman declares 
that the danger 
of accidents 
from 


coupling cars would be lessened by 
the use Of some device to prevent the 
close contact of the 
dummy 
engine, 
with the car with which it is to be con- 
nected in the event of the coupling 
slipping by. 


After 
reviewing the evidence 
at 


length, 
Judge 
Pickman's 
finding 
reads: 


"I find that on Saturday, the 
ISth 


day of June last 
past that Daniel 


Crowe, while at work as a brakeman 
in the employ of the Boston & Maine 
railroad in said 
Lowell, engaged In 


coupling a dummy engine with freight 
car, was caught in a narrow space be- 
tween the engine awl the freight car. 
his body being 
pressed 
with great 


force thereby, whereby he sustained 
severe bodily Injuries that thereafter 
.caused his death. 


"I ftnd that the death of said Daniel 


Crowe was not caused by the criminal 
negligence of the Boston &. Maine rail- 
road or its officers, agents or servants

for the relief of Belgium, has given 
5750,000" to Welleslcy to assist in re- 
placing the burred college buildings, 
$430,000 to foreign missions, and J200.- 
000 to the Xew York Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor. 
This combats the charge occasionally 
made thai foundations such as those 
of Rockefeller, Carnegie and Sage are 
used for objects contrary to the public 
good.

bird law. 
George H. Grahnm of the 


state fish and game commission Bays 
thai the judgment of the court is to be 
expected inside of two months, and that 
this will settle for once and all the 
status of tho federal game laws:

states over which migratory birds fly, 
is concerned in the irial, but not as 
much so as other states where the slate 
laws oonilict with the 
national 
bird 


laws Mr. Graham says that the bird 
laws of this state are practically iden- 
tical with the national bird law, and 
that more and more each year the laws 
of 
the 
different 
stales have 
been 


changed to conform' to 
the

laws. 


The government is now to ask the 


Dominion of Canada to enter 
into .' 


treaty to Insure the protection of mi 
gratory birds across the border, ac- 
cording lo Mr. Graham, and in' case tiie 
Judgment of the supreme court should 
be that the national laws were uncon- 
stitutional, the treaty would make the 
enforcement of^the regulations binding 
nevertheless. 
The state bird laws In 


every case offer no ground for conlliui 
with the national laws, and Mr. Gra- 
ham says that the hunters of Massa- 
chusetts have no complaint to make on 
thai score.

OX DOCK RATE DISCRIMINATION 
—PROPOSES APPEAL TO COURT 


BOSTON, Oct. 9.—Pres. J. H. Hustis 
f the Boston & Maine has written to 
he public service commission that the 
rder in the 
commission's Utter of 


Sept. 13, urging the railroad to "remove 
he alleged discrimination" in the Na- 
lonal Dock & Storage Warehouse com- 
pany's case should be established by 
he court or some other way. 
He de- 


clares that the road "feels that it is 
between two fires" In the matter. 


He explains that tho decision of the 


road to employ Independent counsel has 
caused the delay In answering the let- 
,er, and continuing says: 


"It merely directs us to remove the 


discrimination, leaving It to us to take 
either of two alternative methods. By 


our letter of Sept. 13 you, in effect, 


now direct that the railroad proceed to 
remove the alleged discrimination 
In 


ntrastate shipments by giving to the 
National dock the same tariff that the 
Commonwealth pier Is entitled to under 
the contract with the commonwealth. 


"We endeavored to comply with your 


previous order by doing away with the 
preferences 
given 
to the Common- 


wealth pier under the contract with 
ths commonwealth. The only 
reason 


that we have not been able to do it Is 
because the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts, at the Instance of the com- 
monwealth, Issued a temporary Injunc- 
tion preventing us from doing so. 


"The question of the validity of the 


contract concerning the Commonwealth 
pier is now In litigation. Tn that liti- 
gation we feel bound to maintain that 
the contract Itself is invalid. If wo 
arc right In our contention, H must fol- 
low that the order of your commission 
contained in your letter of Sept 13 is 
also invalid." 


Ho then proposes, in view of the 


doubt about the legality of the Septem- 
ber order, that the railroad or the com- 
mission appeal to the court to settle 
the question.

votes for governor were counted. The 
returns reveal nothing that would lead 
to the conclusion that any substantial 
number of voters were recorded in the 
ranks of the opposite party, and only 
comparatively 
few 
ballots 
were 


thrown out because the voter attempt- 
^ed to vote in more than one party. 


In Middlesex county 
1103 
ballots 


were declared void because marks were 
found in more than one 
column, 
and 


29S of these were cast in Lowell. 


Proponents of the "blanket ballot"

3.25 a. m.—Dr. Knrl Uebknecht, 
the famous German socialist who hns 


Much Local Legislation 


to Protect Birds and 
Big Game 


WASHIS-GTON, D. C., Oct. 9.—Mora 


than 240 new game laws were enacted 
during 1&15—a larger number than in 
any previous year except 1311, accord- 
ing to Farmers' Bulletin 692, "Garni 
Laws for 1915," Forty-three states helil 
regular legislative sessions, and in all 
of these states except Arizona, Georgia 
and Nebraska some changes were made 
in Ihe statutes protecting game. The 
largest number of now laws passed In 
any ona scale was 61, In North Caro- 
ina; 
but In California. Connecticut, 


Maine, N'ew Jersey, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Wisconsin the number reach 
cd 10 or more. Several measures were 
vetoed Including a general game bill 
In Idaho, the first bill appropriating 
tlie hunting-license fund In Pennsyl- 
vania a bill protecting bears in Cali- 
fornia, and three sections of the game 
bill in Washington. A. number of bills 
were introduced for the purpose of 
harmonizing the state laws on migra- 
tory birds with the federal regulations. 
in at least nine states changes were 
made which brought the seasons Into 
substantial agreement, viz, California. 
Connecticut, 
Maine, 
Michigan, New 


Hampshire, Tennessee, and West Vir- 
ginia. 
In Illinois the seasons for all 


migratory birds except coot and water- 
fowl, and In Washington for the small- 
er shore birds, were made to conform 
wth the regulations under the federal 
law. 
Uniformity was also secured by 


_, 
provisions In the laws of Connecticut, 
-Maine, New Mexico, 
North 
Dakota, 


Washington, and Wisconsin, prohibit- 
ing hunting between sunset and sun- 
rise. 
On the other hand, Delaware 


adopted a resolution opposing the ml- 
gralory-blrd law, and Ohio.and Rhode 
Island, which had harmonized their 
seasons In 1914, changed the seasons 
on waterfowl this year. 


As a result of the decision of the 


supreme court of the United States on 
January 19, 1914. sustaining the alien 
hunting law of Pennsylvania, legisla- 
tion prohibiting aliens from hunting 
or owning shotguns or rifles was en- 
acted in at least four states—Massa- 
chusetts. Ney| Jersey, North Dakota, 
and West Virginia—but certain ex- 
ceptions 'basefl on property 'qualifica- 
tions were made In Massachusetts and 
N'ew Jersey. 


Close seasons extending for several 


years were provided for certain kinds 
of big game and also for game birds. 
Hunting 
mountain 
sheep 
was sus- 


pended in Idaho. Montana, and Wash- 
ington, and goats were protected until 
1918 in Montana. Moose were protected 
for four years in Maine, the first ab- 
solute close season on this species for 
35 years—since, the suspension of hunt- 
ing from 187S to 1880. Antelope were 
given 
Indefllnlte protection In New 


Mexico and Montana. In Michigan. New 
Mexico, and Oklahoma prairie chickens 
ivere protected for several years. Mich- 
igan extended complete protection also 
to quail. Imported preasants. grouse, 
and wood ducks for five years. Min- 
nesota protected doves, woodcock, plov- 
er, and wood ducks until 1918,

jiexlco gave protection to preasants,

removed from the game list and pro- 
tected through the year.

gave such protection to pelicans, gulls, 
and herons.

In 
a few cases protection was removed 
from certain species—notably the tur- 
key buzzard In Delaware, Florida, and 
North Carolina, owls and starlings In 
New- Hampshire, and cormorants in Il- 
linois and North Daktota.

HUSTIS REPLIES TO ORDER 


OX DOCK HATE DISCRIMIXATION 


—PROPOSES APPEAL TO COURT 


BOSTON, Oct. 9.—Pres. J. H. Hustis 


of the Boston & Maine has written to 
.he public service commission that the 
order in the 
commission's 
letter 
of 


Sept. 13, urging the railroad to "remove 
the alleged discrimination" in the Na- 
tional Dock & Storage Warehouse com- 
pany's case should bo established by 
the court or some other way. lie de- 
clares that the road "feels that it is 
between two fires" in tho matter. 


He explains that the decision of th^ 


road to employ independent counsel has 
caused the delay in-answering the let- 
ter, and continuing says: 


"It merely directs us to remove the 


discrimination, leaving H to us to take 
either of two alternative methods. By 
your letter of Sept. 13 you, in effect, 
now direct that the railroad proceed to 
remove the alleged discrimination 
in 


intrastato shipments by giving to the 
National dock the same tariff that the 
Commonwealth pier ia entitled to under 
the contract with the commonwealth. 


"We endeavored to comply with your 


previous order by doing away with the 
preferences 
given 
to 
tho 
Common- 


wealth pier under the contract with 
tho commonwealth. Tho only reason 
that wo have not been nblo to do it Is 
because the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts, at the Instance of tho com- 
monwealth.
